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has meant, finally, a kind of “forgiveness” of it. These women took the time 
to settle scores. Some did that and more, celebrating what was given as 
well as what was left for them to do. Some admitted to ongoing uncertain- 
ties and conflicts; and some few, who claim never to have felt such con- 
flicts at all, settled a score with the anthologies themselves with a sort of 
Thoreauvian declaration that they were unaware that they and Tradition 
had ever quarreled.
